I 
asked Mr. Thome to describe the high that he gets from huffing. 
Mr. Thome described it to alter his mind and make him light 
headed. Mr. Thorne was placed into custody for inhalation of 
intoxicants. Mr. Thome was transported to the Twin Falls County 
Criminal Justice Facility, where he was booked for inhalation of 
intoxicants and left with jail staff.
